Coming from every part ot the state, 
ymi must be better acquainted witli the various interests ot 
the commimitv', and upon your superior 'wisdom andinfoi- 
malion I chiefly rely for a due attontiou to the wants and con¬ 
cerns of our fellow-citizens. t • i > 

Piirsnaut to a resolution of tlie last legislature, I inclosed 
to our distinguished fellow-citizen, James Madison, late 
president of the United States, their address approbatory ot 
Ids public services and private wortli, and received Ids an¬ 
swer in April last, which I have now the honor to lay before 
you. 

Agreeable to another resolution passed at the last session, 
I opened a corresponilcnce with the governors of Ohio and 
Indiana, touching tlic difficulties experimiced by our citizens 
in regaiidng their slaves who escapio into those states, and 
am liappy to inform you that their answers evince a disposi¬ 
tion, on the part of their respiective states, to remove, as far 
as practicable, every cause of complaint, and to maintain 
with Kentucky the most friendly relations. A copy of the 
correspondence with each state is liercwlth transmitted.

In order to preserve the accountability of 
public men, a fundamental principle of every free, govern¬ 
ment, it is necessary that the people should be. in a situation 
to pass an impartial judgment upon public measures and the 
conduct of public men. ■ Inikienced by considerations of this 
nature, and a 'spirit of conciliation, I have to assure you of 
ihy cordial coroperation in all measures calculated to pro¬ 
mote the happiness and prosperity of our common country. 

In closing my communication, I invite you to join meitt 
returnin'g thanks to the Author of all good, for the abundant 
crops, peace and liappiness witH which our state and nation 
are blessed ; and let iis implore him to extend his kind and 
protecting,care to our Southern brethren, now struggling for 
freedom an,d independence. As republicans, we cannot be 
indifferent to their cause. That they ought to be indepen¬ 
dent of the powers of Europe, nature herself has decreed. 
From the school of freedom which we have established,

And hence the security aft’orded by the checks ami 
alancesl have mentioned, for which we are chiefly indebted 
0 the wdsdom and patriotism of the statesmen of oiir nvii 
ountry, Tlie distins^-uished author of “ Notes on the Stale 
,fVii-"iiiia,” in speaking on tliis subject ne'ar the close of the 
■evoliitionarv contest, says, that “ tlic concentrating all tlic 
(owers of government in’the same hands, is precisely the dc- 
inition of despotic govermnent; and that ir3 despots would 
)e as oppressi ve as one.’* An elective despotism, says Ibis 
‘.nli"htened statesman, w’as not the government we fought 
or ^ but one w'hich should not only ho founded on free prin- 
'inles. hut in wdiich tiie powers of government should be so 
livid^ed and balanced among scvei'al bodies of inagistrar\,iXs 
diat no one could transcend their jirojier limits, wdthout being 
'ffectually checked and restrained by the others. These 
checks' cannot, liowever, operate as restraints upon the deli¬ 
berate sense of the people: they can only produce a pause, 
and give them time for consideration; but if after these 
checks have, with firmness and fidelitj', been interjiosed ac- 
cordiiig to the spirit of the constitution, the people are still 
dissatisfied their deliberate wilt, legitimately exercised, must 
and ought to tircvail. Fortunately for our republic, there is 
reason to hope, that a little time will generally be sufficient to 
correct tlie errors to whicli w'e are liable. When we reflect 
how much the very existence of our government depends on 
the virtue and intelligence of the people, and for how iiiahy 
ages the friends of freedom and human hap[)iness have been 
struggling to devise some form of government, alike sccui'e 
against tyranny and anarchy, how indispensable is it to dil- 
fuse information, and qualify those who are to succeed ns to 
understand the plan and principles of government fiirnishe 
us by our revolutionary *sages. Without intelligence, the 
people never can be safe against the delusions to winch 
are exposed, from the violence of party spirit, and the ar- 
aiid intrigues of designing ambition. . 

Deeming this subiect of deep interest, in every inspect 
which it can be presented, I would suggest the , 

apiiropriating a share of the dividends on l>ank stock, ^ ^ 
taxes as may he imjiosed on banks and corporations,. 
lands stricken off to the state and fo«*ited, together 
such as may be escheated to the coinm.omveaJtJi, to lai'’- 
constitute a school fund. 
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There is reason to believe that a large quantity of land, the 
property of tlie commonwealth, is now held by individuals, or 
unsettled. I would therefore again recommend a revision of 
the lawof escheat, and for the appointment of escheators. It 
is probable that in some instances land liable to escheat is 
held by innocent purchasers ; in such cases it would be equi¬ 
table to release tlie right of the state upon reasonable terms. 

A state librai’y at the scat of government, vvanild be very 
useful and convenient. The members ofthe legislature, pub- 
li' olfirors, and j(idges, who attend the courts held at Frank¬ 
fort, ought not to he entirely dependant on the private libra¬ 
ries of gentlemen of the bar, and other citizens. Thesur- 
ph(s reports of Ihe decisions ofthe court of appeals belonging 
to the rommon’.veiiltl\, might he sold, or exchanged for books. 
This fund, with a small annual appropriation, would proba¬ 
bly be S((l!l('ient, 

I regret the necessity of once more jircssing on your atten¬ 
tion the anti-rcjiublican and highly criminal practice of sell¬ 
ing offices, which is becoming too Common, and indeed fash¬ 
ionable. Sball the public ofliccs in the republic of Kentucky, 
be an article of sale in the market, or the i>ewai d of qualifica¬ 
tions and integrity ? This is the question to be decided. If 
this practice is sanctioned, or (even winked at, it will prove 
that while we profess that the road to public station is open to 
all, the poor as well as the rich, that they are in fact confined 
exclusively to the latter. The prevalence of such practices, 
and especially if countenanced, is evidence of the tieciine, if 
Bot ofthe state, of the reptihiicati purity of the government.

Sir —Pursuant to a resolution of the ligislaturs ot ilie 
conhinonwealth of Kentucky passed at llu-ir lost si s.siou. l 
have to assure your cxccllcncv of liic ;imicabk' disposniiin 
of the citizeirs of Kentucky towards the cilizi ns of tlio s!;iU' 
of Ohio ; and that it is the wisli. not less than the iiiUrcst 
of our citizens, that harmony and the most fi iendly ri latinii:-; 
should prevail between the said states, and the ciiiznit 
thereof. That they respecliveJy en joy tiic blossing-i of» 
government based on the great and essentia! principli’s of 
liherty, and compose a part of the federal union, are con- 
siderarions al->ne snlficicnt to induce them to preserve with 
the utmost vigilance, tlie amity now existing hetwci-ii tliis 
state and that over which you liave the honor to jiiTside— 
but when we reflect that Ohio and Kcnlurky belong in i!ic

Yon know snV'liat the niit of liubcas cerpus ciimuit 
be denied ; and itbnt too often happens, that the pi oofs of the 
right of property ape defective. Under such ciicinnstanees, 
the Judges must act according to facts. 

I venture to as.scrt that there is no state in the miioii, 
■where resistance against a public otiieer or authority wuiilil 
be more severely punished. 

I regret exceedingly, that the facts sn wlii'eh the legisla* 
ture hove founded their resolution, and wliie.h oecH-siiJiiwl 
your letter, were not communicated to you, and Irotir^oii 
to me. 

You must be aware sir, that to authorise me to bring this 
subject before the legislature of Ohio, and for Hiein to act 
on it, facts should be stated, and properly substaiiliiitwl; 
otherwise, a general charge without saiislHctory evidenri'to 
support if, might excite in the minds of the people of Ohio, 
that prejudice and dissatisfaction which it is so desirable,to 
■prevent. 

With this view of the subject, I have to request the favor 
of you, if practicable, to cause to be procured such e.videnes 
on this subject as you may deem proper, and forward it to 
me, which together with your letter, shall be commiiaicatcd 
to the legislature of Oiiio.

The keeper re])resents the articles manufactured to be of 
good quality, and prices affixed ten percent, lower than here¬ 
tofore had beendone. That the quantity of articles manu¬ 
factured had fallen , short of his expectations, from the follow¬ 
ing causes : That he did not, until about the 1st of April, get 
a f'ull supply of materials; tliat about that period twclyc of the 
best iheclianics escaped ,• and foreseeing from the unfavora¬ 
ble prospect of sales and collections, that the raw mateiials 
would be consumed before he would be in funds purchase, 
moiie, he lessened the labor of the convicts, to prevent entire 
idleness, or their employment at labor which would be un¬ 
productive. 

He also states that the credit, of the institution is good j 
but has been sustained at considerable individual cxpejice and 
inconvenience ; and asks of tlie legislature to direct the pay¬ 
ment of tlie debt due to him from the treasury. 

If, in dosing this detail of facts, I may be permitted to ex¬ 
press an opinion, it is that the keeper has been zealous, judi¬ 
cious and active, in promoting the interest of the institution.

Mr. Sharpe from the select committee to whom wasri>fcp. 
red so much of the lieutenant Ejovernor’s message as r-lates 
to internal improvements, made, the following report, viz. 

THE committee to whom was referred so inucli of tk 
$cting.gdvernoi‘’smessagc as related to internal improvcmoiils, 
Ixaye hqd tlic same under consideration, and heg leave to 
represent to the house'that the subject is rendered pcciiliaHv 
Interestin,? from our situation at a distance from foreign maiv 
Ifct, where alone we are to expect sale for the abundant pro¬ 
duct with which our fertile soil rewards the hand of indus¬ 
try. 

Agriculture is the natural and necessary pursuit of die 
majority of our citizens ; and a reward for their labor can 
only be found in a profitable sale of their produce. In aifi, 
cles bearih.g a great disproportion between the hulk and val- 
1 JC, the expence and risk of transportation to a distant mar¬ 
ket, must form a very considerable item in the ultimate price, 
and constitute a proportionable loss to tlie, producer,on wliom 
it will chiefly fall; consequently every improvement of the 
roads and navigable streams, by wliich the risk andexpciicc 
of transportation is lessened, is so much saved to agriciiltiire 
and to the country. Agriculture cannot thrive witlinutcom- 
merce to dispose of its surplus produce. The facility and 
security which is offered to transportation by the iinpnive- 
ment of roads and navi.gable rivers, enables commerce to 
bring into market the distant and scattered products of tlic 
soil. Money judiciously expended on such improvciiiciits, 
is known by experience, not only to add .greatly to the ton- 
venience and comfort of travelling, and also constitute tlic solid 
sources of the wealth of a country, but to be lasting moimmoiits 
of the wisdom and foresight of its law-givers. 

Your coinmittee, vyliile impressed witli the imjiorlaiice of 
the subject, are also aware of the dilBcuIties of effecting the 
objects contemplated to the extent that could be desired. 'I'be 
difficulty of laying out a portion of the public Aitids 
economy and advantage witliout connccttn.g it with individu¬ 
al Interest and enterprize, and at the same time the imprac¬ 
ticability of so uniting them in relation to our navigable 
streams, which arc now usecl almost solely for the exparta- 






















tioil of onr produce ; and when in best condition for tiiat pnr- 
pose,' our citizens are but little indebted to tlie benefit of im- 
jiroveraents, and M-ould conceive it unjust to have to pay a 
transit duty. 

On this branch of the subject your committee ask leave to 
report a bill makiii!' an appropriation, to be ajiplied to im- 
proi ing the navigation of tins principal rivers in tliis com- 
monweaUli. 

Your committee are of opinion that the improvement of the 
main roads leading tliroiigli the state, is a subject of first 
importance, and nicfits the immediate attention of the legis¬ 
lature. That in some instances they may, in a lasting and 
permanent manner, he. turnpiked hy individual enterpfize, 
if duly encouraged hy acts of incorporation, with sufficient 
toll to allow a moderate per cent, on the capital expended. 
In other instances tlie same object can be effected by adding 
to that encouragement a subscription on the part of the state 
for a portion of tlie stock in such incorporations. Public 
roads ivliich cannot be turnpiked hy either of those ways, or 
lit least until a distant date, can be put into a very superior 
state of Improvement than at iiresent, with less inconvenience 
or burden to the community, by a radical change of the gen¬ 
eral laws now existing on that subject. Tim laws now in 
force arc. in their operation unequal, and consequently unjust; 
tliey iinjiosc the greater burden on the most indigent portion 
Ilf tlie citizens, exempting in all instances those who have 
two or more slaves from labor j being in that respect more 
e.vceptionable than a capitation tax. ' Y'our committee arc of 
opinion that the demands of a community upon individuals^ 
of. cither money or labor, should be in jirojiurtion to their 
means of answering such demands. And in the case of a 
demand for labor, that equality never can be cirectcd with 
that exactitude aiid couvenicnce whicli justice requires, and 
oil that account should bo commuted into money. Your com¬ 
mittee from this view of the subject, beg leave to recommend 
to the house the adoption of the following resolutions : 

Resolved, That it is expedient so to alter and amend the 
laws in relation to public roads as to commute the labor now 
reiiuired into an ad valorem tax, for their repair and im- ■ 
provement, to be Ici ied, collected and ajqilied under the di- 
^'ertion and siiperintcndancc of the several county courts. 

Resolved, That it is expedient to grant chaiters of incor., 
Poration to coinjiaiiics for such portions of cur jniblic roads 
ms they shall apply for, allowing a toll or duty prpportioued

TIIE joint committee to whom was referred the subject 
of improving the navigation of the Ohio river, have con¬ 
sidered the same, and are fully persuaded that the time has 
arrived when the states bordering on this noble river, ure 
imperiously called upon by tlieir interest promptly to unite 
their exertions to remove the great obstacles to western com¬ 
merce—and In the opinion of your committee, the population 
and fiscal abilities of the state warrant the measure; by rea¬ 
son of the impediments at tlie falls many severe losses have 
been Bustauied, especially to ship buildei's, so that this valu¬ 
able and important business has nearly been laid aside as 
respects the larger class of vessels. The necessity of nn- 
Itiading ihe steam boats asid larger barges at times in the 
descending course, and almost every vessel in the ascending 
navigation, calls loudly for immediate exertion, at a time 
when the surplus productions of our soil are so abundant 
and constantly increasing, and the enterprize of the citizens, 
has already carried our produce direct to Europe, thereby 
establishing that most importaht and valuable course of ex¬ 
change. 

■ Under these circumstances to slumber any longer would 
betray a disregard to the best interests of the community, 
or the want of discernment to discover the advantages 
brought within our.reach by aboiintifu! Providence,

Jhe shops and build- 
ings are calculated to employ 100 workmen in the propor¬ 
tions written on the plan, who could turn out 4,800 stand of 
arms per annum. If the'extent of the armory is larger 
than is at present contemplated, it may be contracted ; but 
colonel Boffilbrd agrees with me in opinion, that the ar¬ 
rangements should be retained as the most advantageous in 
all respects tliat can be devised.

A message from the senate by mr. 'Wiekliff 

Mr. Speaker, . , , i / 

The senate, have passed a bill entitled “ an act to nlm. 
auish the commonwealth’s right of escheat to the estate «t 
Lnatius Hottenroth,” in wliich they request the concurrence 
of this house.

Pursuant to an act of the general assembly of the comm • 
wealth of Kentucky, entitled » an act for t'f ® T 

from Mountsterlihg to Prestonsburg, and 
the Cumberland mountain,” approved the 4tli day ol 
;iry 1817, we, the undersigned, being designated in sa 
as commissioners for the purposes therein mentioncfl. • _ 
being dulyr'sworn, have proceeded to procure ’ 

as surveyor to survey and lay out the said road as . 
plated in the above recited act, together with chain- 
and a pilot, and then proceeded as follows, to w>t: 

We cemmenced at the court house in Mountsterhng, ' 
the county of Montgomery, and measured on by ^ 
Toad as already sufficiently opened from said cour ■ 
Philip Haman’s, a distance of 7 1-2 miles ; ^, of 

the. town of Prestonsburg, in Floyd 
711-2 miles ; from thence to the top of the Cu 
mountain, in a direction to Russell ji,. ,,hole 

the state of Virginia, a distance of 46 1-2 miles; 
of which distance we have caused to be surveyed 
,ed. We further report that there will be ® f‘ j-joub- 
the route of the road, and the ascent of the Cumber, 
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lain; but that not any of the liills. neither the ascent of said 
mountain, arc at all diflicolt to make a passable road over for 
waj^gous and carriages, without any material obstruction, 
and that without any unreasonable expciice or portion ol la- 

bor, ■' 

We also report that Sandy river is the only large water 
course across which vve have viewed and marked Said road, 
which will be to cross four times, and all good fords ; and 
that there will be no need or use for ferry boats at any ot the 
crossing jilaces, hut in time of higli waters. 

We also report that the road aforesaid, as viewed by us, 
can be opened and made jiassable for waggons and carriages 
with ease ; and that it is en irely practicable, and \\ ill in our 
humble opinion be of great benefit and public uiilitj'. And 
as totbe conveniences attendant on the opening of said road, 
we are of opinion that they will be various and man} , as re¬ 
spects travellers and the carrying business, and that in pro¬ 
portion to the increase of population and emigration lo the 
western parts of our country, the advantages arising from 
the opening said road will be increased, as it is actually 
the most direct way from the interior of Tirgiuia to and 
from the interior of Kentucky, and we think will ever be a 
more eligible way to travel, when opened, than either the 
old Wilderness Trace or the road commonly called the Green- 
briar road : and as for inconveniences, we, on mature con¬ 
sideration of the whole matter, believe that none will attend 
said road ; or at least none in comparison of the advantages, 
conveniences. Ac. tfiat will result from said road, if opened. 

We further report, tliat as particularly and specially as 
we are capable of ascertaining, in our opinion the probable 
amount of expences necessary to make said road passable 
for waggons and carriages, will not exrecd S .’’000. 

We aiso report, that we discover the bearing of said road, 
after leaving Prestonsburg, to be-too much southerly, as will 
appear by reference to the platt laid down by the surveyor, 
(Mr. Glover) and that we believe, from the best information 
we can get, that should a road be opened up the Louisa fork 
of Sandy river, it would be about 4.0 miles nighcr to the in¬ 
terior of Virginia, or the Federal City, than the present re¬ 
ported road. We would therefore recommend to the legis¬ 
lature to suspend the opening the road from Pre.stonsburg 
to the top of the Cumberland mountain, as herein reported j 
and if it should be deemed adviseable to address the legis¬ 
lature of Virginia on the subject of. having that part of the 
road on the Louisa fork of Sandy, which lies within the li- 





















Miits of the state of Virginia, opened, that we may meet at 
the state line in a direction to Tazewell court house. 

With these observations and remarks we submit the wbole 
matter to the superior wisdom of the legislature, reljini» 
confidently that you in your wisdom will adopt such inea* 
sures as will meet the report herein before made, and such as 
are and will be best calculated to aceomplish so dcsiiiible an 
object as we are confident the opening of the road will he le 
t^ie community at large, &c,

REPORT. 

Agreeably to an appointment by the comniissioncrs ap¬ 
pointed under the act of assembly approved the 4th day of 
February 181", authorising a road to be reviewed from 
Mountsterling to Prestonsburg, and thence to the top of Cum¬ 
berland mountain, so as to intersect the Russell county road 
(Virginia), I have therefore proceeded, according to the di¬ 
rections of the commissioners, to survey and lay down the 
most practicable way for said road, commencing on the 19(6 
day of August 181", at the court-house door in Mountster- 
ling, and,noting from thence the bearing and distance to the 
court-house door in Floyd county (Prestonsburg), making the 
distance 78 miles—proceeding thence to the top of Cumbeiland 
mountain where it intersects the Russell county road, \%i- 
nia, which is 48 miles from Prestonsburg, making the wlwb 
distance 126 miles. The platt accompanying tliis report 
was truly taken from the bearings and distances of tliefieM 
notes hereunto annexed, and which the meanders of the rosd 
exhibit.

bhoiild be kept w ith system and regularity. That ihe exien- 
sive, impoi'taiit'and increasing business of the Jlegistci s 
oflicc. (which is now kept up at great expence and losS by 
the Regisier on his own [ji ivate account^ j'Cfiuires the con¬ 
stant employ of about four good clerks, whd are men of bu¬ 
siness and industry, and by habit and a n acquaintance witl) the 
laws ill relation to the business o( fhat oiliee, iiaye become 
competent to the discharge of its duties. 

From the information your comniiltee possess on this sub¬ 
ject, they are of opinion that the lees arising troni the busi¬

Sec. 1, Beit enacted by the general assembly of the stak 
fif Tennessee, That the line commonly called Walker’s line, 
so far as the same lias been run and marked, shall he con¬ 
sidered and taken to be the true line between said states. 

Sec. 2. Be it enacted, That so soon as the state of Ken¬ 
tucky shall pass a law agreeing thereto, a direct line from 
the eastern extremity of the line called Walker’s line, as 
Inarked at Cumberland river, to Walker’s line at a place 
called Cumberland Gap, shall be taken and Considered the 
true line between the tWo states. 

Sec. 3. 5e it enacted. That this state will, provided the 
state of Kentucky agree thereto, apply to the executive of 
the United States to appoint a commissioner to aseertuin the 
true point where the boundary line between this state and 
the state of Kentucky will strike the Tennessee river on the 
western bank thereof, and that from said point a line shall 
be run directly west to the west boundary line of the state 
of Tennessee, which shall be the line between’the two states. 

Sec. 4i. Be it enacted. That the governor of this state 
shall have full power and authority, whenever he shall re¬ 
ceive information that the state of Kentucky have agreed 
to the appointment of commissioners to run and mark the 
lines herein described, to appoint commissioners on behalf 
of this state, to superintend the running and marking the 
said lines. 

Sec. 6 . Be it enacted,. That when said lines shall have 
been run and marked, every grant which may have been is¬ 
sued by the state of Kentucky, and whieli may cover lands 
lying south of said line, shall be considered as good and val¬

shall not have any effect until the state of Kentucky shall 
have passed a lat\ eontaiiiing a similar provision with res¬ 
pect to s.nch grants as may liave been issued by the state of 
Tennessee,and may cover lands lying north of the line.

The fourth charge is for taking illegal and exnrbitat 
fees ; of whieli the committee find he is guilty inmiuiji 
stances. 

Under the general prayer of the petition for an ciiijuirj 
into the conduct of tlie accused, they have examined witnti' 
ses as to liis general character 5 which they find to be bad 
and disreputable, whether as a private citizen nr as a publit 
magistrate. The committee on this head will rcnifirk, tliil 
they think the public j,u8tice of the state should be adminb 
tered by men who are not only of pure, but of unsuspected 
character 5 and that whenever a magistrate is starajKd with 
a bad fame, and a character so odious that the public cease 
to entertain respect for his official acts, he shonld be remov¬ 
ed from office.

iJi'^oouiiig siaieineiiu 11 appears Tuat tlie W orth of 
the institution, on the 11 th February, w as about 8 26,000 ; 
and the nett profits from that tiine until the 1 st October, (a 
period of less than 8 months) were about 8 4000. The va¬ 
lue on the 1 st Oct. may therefore be estimated at about 
& 30,000—a result whieli coiresponds with the difference be- 
the sums drawn from the treasury for that institution 
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during that period, and the amount of riiw materials amlina, 
nufactured articles on hand, and the debts due upon tlic 1 st 
Oct. 1817. 

It seems, however,, tliat S 21,668 21 more have hpcu 
drawn from the treasury tlian paid into it by that institution, 
duripg this period, tbough its nominal worth on tlie lUliKeb, 
was S 26,000, and tlie. nett profits were g 4000. Wliilc, 
therefore,, it bolds out the idea of being a profitable cstst 
lishmeiit, it is constantly diminishing the public levemic. 
This unfavorable result, in the opinion of the coimniitee, islo 
he ascribed chiefly to the tardiness vvdiich attends thc sdciif 
the manufactured articles, and tliecollection of the dcbtsciv. 
ated by thasc sales. It would appear that tliree-fuiirths of 
the amount of sales from tlie 11 th February to the 1st Octo¬ 
ber, have been upon credit, and that the amount af arfiffa 
manufactured during that ]ieriiid has been nearly ilnuife die 
amount of sales. The nett cxpciices of the e.stalilislmiciit. 
(exclusive of raw materials) have been nearly double tlif 
amount of sales for cash. Thesecircumstarices coiiclushTly < 
show that the institution, under its present organization ami 
management, in relation to its fiscal concerns, is abuiteto 
the state.

I'll far towards reimbursiiig tlic state for any monies advan- 

ecd in erecting the new building. 

This institution was founded on views of the mo^enliglitr 
ened humanity, and of the most enlarged philantnrspy. 
seems, therefore, to this committee, a matter iio less of le- 
gret than of surprize,, that tlierc should he tound upon tiie 
code of our laws an act sentencing those wiio escape and are 
retaken to additional coiifinemcnt. This law is cruel and 
unjust in its operation, unless the cells and walls are mai e 
nioi’e secure, or the number and pay of the guards are in-, 
creased. The present pay of a guard is S 240 per annum ; 
and as boarding cannot be procured at less than S.150, it is 
foiiiul extremely difficult to engage respect^l^nMi in tins 
business.

All private 
lotteries have* in civilized countries, been held and (lecla™ 
to be public nuisances z' aiul the- legislature of this eniiimon*_ 
Wealth at a former session seem to have viewed them asgam* 
ing devices. Tlie necessity imposed of legislative saneW 
and regulations, may lessen the evils incident to s(;lienirt«> 
this sort, but cannot change their character, or entirelyprf; 
vent tiicir pernicious effects. The example of govornnjw 
lessens the odium attuclied to f lie practice, and‘enilwWf’’ 
Individuals to adopt artifices to elude legislative proiiihil'™'' 
The people will naturally enquire, can that'be wrong 
moral which has the countenance and support of dielrgi'' 
.fative authority ? To invite the citizens to participate 
gajnes of hazard, tends to r«!nder them diseontenfed vi 
the reasonable profits of regular busipes?, and to relax 





























mnratity and honost industry of the country, upon which the 
duration of our free institutions So essentrally depends. It 
wniiid seem to me t(t lie the true policy of the state, instead 
of introdiicina;. to eX' lude, as much as possible, chance froih 
the-transactions of its citizens. The indulgence of this 
practice of raising money in our country, bears a Strong an¬ 
alogy to the course pursued by tlie governments of Europe, 
There, all private lotteries are denounced as nuisances,per¬ 
nicious in their effects on (he moral and industrious habits 
of the community, and yet lottery schemes are resorted td 
every year by those governnients to draw -money from the 
people. I consider the public revenue and other funds of 
thecoipmonwealth, aided by the liberality of the people, am- 
ply siiflieient for every useful and practicable object. Such 
of those mentioned in the hill as can be deemed subjects of 
gCDPral interest, origlit to be provided for out of the public 
treasury, and tliose of a local concern, by a tax on the pro¬ 
perty of the county, town or neighhnrhood particularly in- 
I rcstcd. In this way the burdens will be equalized, accord¬ 
ing to the genius and principles of our government. Upon 
liie most careful review, I prefer raising money by a just 
and equal taxation, to those indirect means and demoraliz¬ 
ing contrivances of ministerial ingenuity, so common in the 
governments of Europe. It is believed too, that lottery 
schemes are not always managed with such fairness as to en¬ 
title them to legislative patronage. Influenced by these con¬ 
siderations, and a conviction of the propriety and necessity 
ot discpuntenancing such practices upon the credulity and 
infatuation of our fellow-citizens, I must refuse my assent 
w the bill referred to.

On looking into the public acts, it will be found 
that in 1808, when they were first ordered to be beund, and 
when the price was fixed at twenty-five cents a copy, the 
pages amounted to 198 : they were then in succession 17S, 
270, IIS, 117, 324,, 231 and 296 last session. From this 
average increase, added to the notorious rise of wages, rent 
and materials, we are induced to urge the justice of adding 
five cents to the old price of twenty-five, fixed nine yeai? 
ago, making the price of binding thirty, instead of twenty- 
Dve cents per copy of the laws and journals. All of which is 
respectfully submitted.

Agreeably to your l equest, I have caused the journals and 
papers of tlie Secretary’’s office to be examined with as muck 
care and attention as the short time afforded me would ad¬ 
mit of, and submit to you the following statement for the in¬ 
formation of tlte liouse ()f representatives. 

It appears that John S'. 'I'homas was lirst elected treasu¬ 
rer of this commonwealth at the session of 1807-8. From 
the exaniination of the executive journal from that period 
up to the present time, 1 have not been able to find any entry 
that a bond was given or that the oath was taken by the 
treasurer for the year 1869, the last year cfgovernor Green¬ 
up’s administration, nor for the two succeeding years, the 
two first of governor Scott's administration. I find entries 
that he gave bond and security the two last years of gover¬ 
nor Scott’s administration j but no entry of his having taken 
the oaths required by law, nor have I been able to find since 
you called on me for information any bond of the said Tho¬ 
mas as treasurer previous to the commencement of governor 
Shelby’s administration. 

I find that bonds have been fully executed for each of the 
four years of governor Shelby’s administration, and that.en- 
tries are made of his having executed bond and taken the 
oaths required by law for the three first years ; but I have 
not been able to find any entry of his having taken the oath 
and executed the bond for the fourth or last year. 

There is no entry of his having given bond or taken the 
oath since you came into office. But I find a bond for the 
year 1817 executed by the said Thomas and his securities, 
with-the exception of Jepthah Dudley, and that the bond for 
the year 1818 has been fully executed. James W. Hawkins, 
one ot the securities, did not sign and acknowledge it until 
this morning, and I am informed that the reason the oatli 
was not taken the present session by the said Thomas, was 
the circumstance of the said Hawkins being out of the way 
.when the rest of the securities signed the bond, the said 
Thornas supposing he could not legally take the oath until 
bis bond was fully executed.

1 have no recollection of the fact whether he took tlieoatft 
for the year or not, and it had escaped foy attciilioii ’

All the information I have upon the subject is received ^ 

from Mr. Waggener, my assistant, which j understand he ^ 

has communicated to the committee raised by tlie house of ^ 


representatives on this subject. The treasurer’s bond for J 

the year lS17 has been lost at mislaid, within a few days ' 

past, and fearing that it might not be found, I have procured | 

a re-exeeution of the bond by Mr. Thomas and some of his !

the acknowledgment of all who originally executed it. Ihej ^ 

leave to add, although 1 do not consider it my duty to callnn v 

the treasurer to take the oath or execute the bond, yrfray [ 

assistant, Mr. Waggener, as hb informs me, did at the last ! 

session several times request the tr easurer to have the bond ^ 

executed by all the seeurilien, and he promised to dose;

effected tbereby, I permitted the words “ liglit infantry com¬ 
pany” to be interlined. To have issued new commissions 
would have made no difference, as the officers would have 
been entitled to rank from the date of their former commis¬ 
sions. I presumed it to be originally intended as a light in¬ 
fantry company, and a i-ceord was made of the change— 
[See militia law 18i5j § 4, for governor’s power on this sub.- 
ject.] No cliange was made or intended to be made in the 
date of the commission or tlie rank of captain Wiltnore, I 
hereto annex, in explanation of the circumstances of this 
transaction, a statement of the assistant secretary, marked 
(E.) Which I believe ifo be, strictly true, I beg leave to add, 
that captain Wilmorc and others wh6 applied to have their 
commissions altered or renewed, were strangers to me and I 
was influenced in consenting to the change by the represen¬ 
tations of the officers of the regiment aniotliers whose writ¬ 
ten statements are herewith transmitted, and what I under¬ 
stood had been the practice during the administration of go¬ 
vernor Shelby. The change in tlie commission was made 
in December 1816, when Bourne.was’not in the state, but 
.said to be a resident of the Missouri territory, nor did he re¬ 
turn or make* known his claim to the command for some 
.months afterwards. ’

h) captain Wilm'ore’s company, are about these : Captain 
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Wilmore being desirous of obtaining arms for his company, 
made application to the lieutenant governor and obtained a 
promise that he should have tliem ; tlie promise was predi¬ 
cated upon the belief that he commanded an independent 
company. Upon examination it was found that his commis¬ 
sion did not purport on its face to be a light infantry or other 
independent corps ; and the arms were refused. The said 
W. afterwards obtained sundry statements from theofficen 
of the 9th regiment, stating it to be an independent coiii|ia- 
ny, and requesting a correction to be made either by issuiiij 
new commissions or changing the old ones. As 1 had heto 
for some time conversant with the business of tlico^,I 
was consulted by the lieutenani: governor whether itwrt 
be proper to make the change, and whether it had heenj 
pi’actice on such occasions to do so. I stated to him,.iit 
commissions had in several instances .been changed,wberc 
they had issued incorrectly’• and that I had no doiihtolfe 
propriety in the present instance. The lieutenant.gowiior 
suggested w’hether it wouldjint be most proper to is.siicnetf 
commissions.

Tnittee raised upon the letters of the auditor and late lieasu- 
rer, together with the communications of the aclioji; gover- 
Tior in answer to two resolutions adopted by the house of re- 
•presentatives, touching the manner in which the late treasa- 
Ter executed bonds and took tbe oaths of office; and also 
'the cause and manner of an alteration which lias taken 
place in a commission issued by his excellency Isaac Shclb)', 
late governor of this state, to.captain James Wilinore, ofriie 
pth regiment of Kentucky militia ; for the purpose ot en¬ 
quiring into the conduct of any officer of this governinent 
upon whom improper conduct may be, charged therein, relat¬ 
ing to the matters aforesaid, re{);>rt; I'hat they haveexa- 
•iHined witnesses in relation to the officers of govenimeiit, 
• and such private gentlemen as are noticed in the reportof 
the former eommittee, and are unanimously of opinion tliat 
George M. Bibb has not at any timeeitber directly or indi¬ 
rectly borrowed public money of the late treasurer; wr 
have the committee evidence that Mr. Bibb ever borrowei 
of Mr. Ttiomas money out of his private funds to any consi¬ 
derable amount. It appears from the evidence that on or 
about the comrueneementol the present session, Mr. Thomas 
gave to Mr. Bibb a small pocket book, informing him itcon- 
tained a note on Sprorde & Co. endorsed by Messrs. Ban¬ 
na, Hunter and Hume, negotiahJ® ttid payable, in the hank 
of Kentucky , wlien he requested Mr. Bibb to deposit it for 
celleetion, and if not collected to prosecute suit as his attor¬ 
ney at law for its recovery. Mr. Bibb deposited the iiolem 
bank, and it was withdrawn by Mr. Thomas without heinS 
protested, Mr, Bibb vi^as informed, after he received tn® 
note from Tlioinas (but at what particular time, is not ascer¬ 
tained) that the note on Sproule & Co. was lor pahlic 
ney which had been loaned by Thomas ; and- uponi'croi'' 
ing the information, recommended the prosecution of asm, 
■ and promised his aid to Mr. Thomas in borrowing B'® 
ney out of the United States’ branch bank at Lexingio", J

Mr. John M.'Foster borrowed public,money^w’hich;is ^iwt 
yet paid ; but there is no evidence, to show that he knewtlje 
money belonged to the public at the time lie borrowed, it. 

There are several private, gentlemen uoticpd in .the r.ppnpt 
pf the former c-omraittee, upon whose case,s wp do not fepli^p- 
thorisedto report specifically, being limited, to offlcers otgp- 
vcrnment ; but we are entirely satisfied that blame ought npt 
to ibe attached to any individual for borrowing money of the 
said John P. Tlioinas without knowing -at the tipie; thatJt 
belonged to the puhlic’funds, The eviclencc, however, re- 
spceiing .private gentlemen, as well as the officers of gove.r 4 i- 
raent, iias been reduced to writing and is herewith exhibited. 

With :a view of ascertaining the correctness of Mr. Thp- 
mas’ statement, ypur committee called inion the. president.pf 
the bank of.S^oiiytupkj!jtaadPl’ 9 PMi’t;d a statement,of tlie amoupt 
of balances in favor of the treasury, deposited in,ba,nk,*>n|b® 
lOtii day of November in each year ;. that being ,the day op 
to which the treasurer makes his annual report; w hich 
statement is herewith exliibited, and from which if appeals 
that the amount of money in the bank on the lOtli of Npy. 
1811, was S 8,874 83 less than the balance reported to be.in 
the treiasuiy on that Jay, and has varied every year since, 
from^the sum of S 22,463 59 to £ .89,384 54 ; and the trea¬ 
surer states, that on that day in each year he never kept Jn 
his office more than g 3000, which be usually retained to diis- 
charge small claims, to save the trouble of drawing checks. 
Brom this circumstance your committee infer tliat fhe trea¬ 
surer has been ill the liabit of loaning and using the public 
funds for individual purposes for tlie last six years; and it 
appears that the cashier of the bank aif Kentucky borrowed 
of hm S 5,500, as to which your committee have received no 
further evidence than what has been laid before the house 
by the former committee. 

In relation to the second branch of the resolution under 
which your committee have acted, they state that the treasu¬ 
rer did not give bond in the year 1S17, with the securities 
approved by the senate, one of the said securities never hav¬ 
ing signed or acknowledged the same. And that he did not 
Uimit being re-elected at the present session execute the ncr 
cessary bond with all the securities approved by the senate, 
oneol the said securities not having signed the bond until 
the 2d mst. which was after the resignation of the treasurer 
<snutUe appointment of a suegessor, and that Jepthah Dud- 
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ley, one of the seeurities approved by the senate for igtr, 
has not signed, and refuses to sign the bond fur that jrar; 
and that the oath of office was not administered to the trea> 
surer in 1817 or 1818 “ in the presence of the governor lij 
the secretary of state,” and tlie omission of the treasiin p to 
execute bonds, or take the oath n quired by law, although to 
be done “ in the presence of the governor,” who should take 
care that the'laws be faithfully executed, was not communi¬ 
cated to either branch of the legislature. Your committee 
are therefore of opinion, that the officers concerned hava 
grossly neglected their duty. 

With regard to the alteration made in the commission of 
captain Wilmore, your committee state that Wilraore »as 
commissioned by governor Shelby as captain of a- militia 
company, in the 9th regiment, (without designating intlia 
commission that it was a rifle company) , owing as the) be¬ 
lieve to the failure of the officers recommending him to call 
the company such, although it was a rifle company, andao 
styled while it was commanded by captains Hightower and 
Bourne, and that the present acting governor altered (lie 
commission issued by governor Shelby, not to a commission 
of captain of a rifle company, but to a commission as captain 
of a light infantry company ; and your committee are ofopi- 
nion that such alteration was not w»i'ranted by law. Tlie 
reasons, however, for such alteration, as given by the acting 
governor and his secretary, together with tlie statement of 
general jHardin, late secretary to governor Shelby, are 
herewith submitted.

JohnP. Thomas, being duly sworn, states, that George 
M. Bibb never borrowed any public money ; that Mr-Fran¬ 
cis P. Blair obtained a loan of B 2000, by lodging witb bi™ 
Ills own and John T. Pendleton’s note for that amount, en¬ 
dorsed by UeorgeM. Bibb, negotiable and payable in we 
bank of Kentucky; andattbetime he loaned tliemoneyhedi 
not know that any part was for the use of Mr. Bibb, nnf 
he inform Mr. Blair it was public money: he has since heai 
that Messrs. Blair aiid Pendleton let Mr. Bibb have S 5'' 
of the money borrowed ; but the whole of the money 
j|,aid to Mr. Thomas, in a short time after the loan, noteJ- 
eceding three or four months. 
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H6 Says farther, that about the comroencement of th&' 
present session he placed the note of Sproule & Co. in the 
hands of George M. Bibb, as his attorney ; and he being a 
director also of the bank, was requested to place it there fop 
discount. He did not at the time tell Mr. Bibb the amount 
of the note, or show it to him : It was contained in a pocket 
book, which he handed Mr. Bibb. It was placed in bank j 
but withdrawn by Mr. Thomas himself, without being pai4 
or protested. 

He says that Mr. Bibb, upon finding it was public money 
he had loaned, recommended him, as his lawyer, to press for 
payment immediately, and to commence suit for the purpose 
of enforcing it; and, as his friend, offered to become securi-, 
ty in the Lexington bank to procure the money loaned to 
Sproule & Co. that it might be placed in the treasurer’s of¬ 
fice, until it could be recovered of Sproule & Co. 

He further states, thaLJohn M. Foster did not know that 
tte money with which'lie was accommodated was jiubjic mo¬ 
ney. And that when he balanced his accounts on the 10th 
of November in each year, he usually kept from one to three 
thousand dollars in his office, and the rest in bank. 

He further stated that Mark Hardin had more than one* 

■ passed his note, instead ofpay ing down the money for lands 
purchased by him at the register’s sales. 

He also stated that the report of the former committeB 
was incorrect, in stating his evidence concerning William 
Hunter’s being an endorser on the first note given by Sproule. 

He also states, that when he let Mr. Gerard have moneys 
he took his note for it; and knowing- that Mr. Gerard, as 
public printer, had claims frequently coming in, he did not 
call on him for monies so advanced until he would produce 
his warrant for public services, and then he deducted out of 
such claims the amount of the note, and paid Gerard the ba¬ 
lance : and in this manner he has frequently advanced mo¬ 
ney to members of the assembly and other public ser¬ 
vants. 

WuHAM Hbntek stated, that before he gave the infor¬ 
mation to John Brown and Mr. Bibb, directors of the bank, 
matitwas public money which had been loaned to Sproule & 
Lo. he understood they had received the information ; and 
uiat Mr, Bibb had been consulted as a lawyer on behalf of 
Ihomas ; and he thought this part of bis statement had been 
embraced in the report formerly made. 

John Madison states, that last March lie enquired of Mr, 
fhomas, whether he bad any mopey to lend ? He said he 
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hat!f nbt at’tfiat time, but had some owing to him which lie 
expected shottly to receive. He soon.after offered tn lend, 
provided (his deponent would pay upon a short notice of 
aljout twenty days, which was agreed to, and this deponent 
borrowed 1800 dollars, for wliieli he gave his note, and on 
tlieiyth of Stptember paid it, with 'S 49 60 interest. He 
bhlieved it to be the private money of Mr. Tlioinas, and bor-' 
rowdd it as snelu He liaS frequently borrowed small stinij 
of money of Mr, Ttionias, and lately as liigb as 300 dollars.- 
rPhis fast sum he owed at the time he made tlie discovery 
that Thonias was lending public money, and immediatdy 
paid it. 

This deponent heard it suggested by some members nftlie 
dssembty, that public money had been loaned. He doubled 
iti and so informed the gentlemen. They said (Iiey bad no 
proof, but spoke of it as a matter susceptible of prbofat fiio 
nextsossiqn. , He comradhieated this to Mr.- 'riiomas, wbo 
StfetiHtt^dged the loan ol considerable suras; and after 
much conversatioh with him, and tlie gentlemen whs bad 
hazarded the conjecture, and With the speaker of the bouse 
of representatives, he conceived it his duty to give the infor- 
matibn to the legislature, and did so within a day or Wo 
days after the discovery, 

Mr, Thomas seemed willing to pay up tlie whole amonnt, 
iind declared he would confess judgment and sell liis estate to ■ 
do so, as soon as practicable, whether he ever collected it or 
hot of those to whom he had loaned. 

AVm. Gekard, a director of Ihe bank, stated, that accord¬ 
ing to the usual cburse of doing business in bank, notes tor' 
Collection are placed in the tickler, a book so called, and list¬ 
ed in another called the, tell-tale. Those books are subject 
to the inspection of the directors every discount day, ai* 
Will show all notes placed in hank for collection. 

WiiiiiAM Waiker, of the house of representatives, sta¬ 
ted, that he has notliiiig farther to add, than as stated lo tbs 
house yesterday, except that the contest between captains 
Bourne and Wilmore has produced great confusion in 
Said regiment, and a minihep of courts martial. 

F. Pi Beair states, when Mr. Adams applied t# me 
to procure a loan of money for him from Mr. Thomas, I have 
iio recollection that he used any language which could indi^ 
an inference that he expected to borrow public money. He 
gave me a check which was dated on the stOth of January, as 
well as I can. recollect, for the sum borrowed, which wasnn 
by me into the hands of Mr. Thomas. 
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With regard to th'S money borrowed by myself and Mr. 
Pendleton from Thomas. I farther state, that the portion of 
tlie money which was applied by Mr, Pendleton to the pay- 
snent of p.art of a debt of 7000 dollars contracted with a Mr, 
Lafon, fir whicii a note was given payable at the bank of 
Kentucky, was borrowed without the privity of xMr. Bibb to 
that transaction—was I'cccived and repaid by myself. Mr. 
Bibb gave me, on ajiplicalion to him, a check for 122 dol¬ 
lars, or thercahonts, on my informing him that I wanted that 
sum to apply to ourjoint purposes.

tionsof the act under which they were appointed, do not en¬ 
join it as a duty upon the legislature to make any appropri¬ 
ation to discharge the contracts of the commissioners'; yet 
when it is considered that the commissioners have executed, 
for three years past,, a laborious duty, without any compen¬ 
sation, and have moreover paid out of their own private 
funds, towards the erection of the building, the sum of S400 
dollars, it is not Indieved that the legislature of this flourish¬ 
ing comm inwealth will require them to make up the defici¬ 
encies of estimates, which all men of experience know are 
unavoidable in the erection of large public works. 

The. undersigned can only say, that all possible economy 
has been made use of, consistent with the spirit of their in ¬ 
structions, contained in the act for the erection of tha state- 
house; and that if an extraordinary rise had not taken place 
in labor and materials, soon after .the commencement of the 
building, this appeal to the justice and liberality of the le¬ 
gislature would have hern iinneress-ary.

they have appointed a committee on their part to wait oa 
the lieutenant governor and inform him that the legislature 
have finished the legislative business before them, and ait 
ready to adjourn without day, and to know if he has anj 
further communications to make. And (hen he withdrew. 

Ordered, That Messrs. Rowan, Patton, Underwood, 
Shackleford, P'leming and Dupuy be appointed a conimittee 
on the part of this liouso, to meet the committee from the se¬ 
nate, to wait on tlie Jieutenant governor ; and that Alf, 
Payne inform the senate thereof. * 

The said committee then retired, and after a short time re* 
turned ; when Mr.* Rowan, from sai;! comnii'lee, reported 
that they had discharged the doty assigned tliem. and were 
informed by the lieutenant governor that having from lim® 
to time during tlie session given lii> -iews to ihe legislature, 
he had now no further communication to make, and wi! 
ready to meet an adjournment. 

Whereupon the speaker, having delivered a valedictory 
and congratulatory address, adjourned tlie house without day. 

The speaker having retired, Mr. Rowan was requested to 
take the chair ; when Mr. Todd offered the following reso¬ 
lution : 

Resolved, That the thanks of this house are due lo Joseph 
C. Breckenridge, for the impartiality, intclligenc''and abili¬ 
ty wutli which he has discharged the duties of tin spcrikcr of 
the house of representatives during (he present session. 

W hich was unanimously adopted.
